COURAGEOUS WORK 

More than 20° men started re- 
moving the living and the dead 
from the ruins. Workmen of all 
nationalities, Americans, Mexicans, 
Finlanders and Spaniards, rushed 
to the scene of chaos in what ap- 
peared to be a futile effort. 

The work was courageous. Work- 
men dared the flames of the debris 
to rescue men, wom and chil- 
dren, Stretchers were rushed up 
the steep mountain wall and 
brought back with the inanimate 
forms. Miners drove shovels deep 
into the snow in the hope of res- 
culng a room-mate and com 
ion from suffocation or the fire. 
The work was physically and ment- 
ally courageous. The task looked 
hopeless to a witness but not to 
the workmen. Axmen drove their 
sharp-bitted axes through pieces of 
housing that enmeshed the snow 
and shovelers dug deep into the 
snow in search of comrades. 

One of the best stories of the 
crash was told by J. H. Rentz, as 
he looked anxiously out of the 
door through which the bodies 
were being carried into the mine 
company office building. He was 
hoping against hope for he knew 
that somewhere in those ruins were 
his wife, his sister and his brother. 

“There was no warning other 
than a thump and a trembling of 
the building as an earthquake,” he 
said. “I was buried beneath bed- 
ding, snow and the walls and ceil- 
ing of my room. Somehow or 
other I managed to drag myself 
from the suffocating snow into the 
light and air and I was pulled free 
of the wreckage.” 

“My wife,” Mr. Rentz eald slow- 
ly, “was in the boarding-house.” 

The McDonald boarding-house 
was owned and operated by Mra. J. 
T. McDonald, who was in Salt Lake 
City last night and today. In her 
absence the house was managed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Jim McDonald, who 
were known to have been in the 
house at the time of the crash.

her right to enter. 

“Tt should be explained in con- 
sidering immigrati-n cases on ap- 
peal from boards of special W 
q"iry at ports of arrival that the 
Secretary of Labor is bound -to 
consider the question involved 
solely on he evidence submitted 
before such board and cannot ex- 
ercise discreticn.
